will drop below a year ago 


PRESENT INDICATIONS are 
that there will be plenty of 

grass and legume seed on the 
market next spring. And most 
prices will be lower, too 

E. S. Dyas, agronomist at lowa 
State College, points out a pos- 
sible joker in the forecast. An 
increase in soil bank or acreage 
allotment participation could 
boost both demand and prices 
for seed next spring. This is not 
likely unless there’s a substan- 
tial change in the two programs 

The mid-September prices 
were lower than a year earlier 
for 20 of the 26 kinds and types 
of fall-sown seeds 

Movement of seed from farms 
in surplus producing areas was 
slower than last year for all 
seeds 

In general, the outlook is like 
this 

ALFALFA: Seed production 
in 1957 was estimated at 7 per- 
cent less than last year’s record 
Growers had sold only 52 per- 


cent of the seed by Nov. 15. 
Prices paid to growers averaged 
far below last year’s levels and 
down somewhat less from the 
5-year average. 

RED CLOVER: October fore- 
cast estimated the 1957 crop 11 
percent below 1956. Prices paid 
to growers were down consider- 
ably. Just over half the seed 
crop had been sold by mid-Nov- 
vember 


ALSIKE CLOVER: This seed 
crop was expected to top the 
1956 production by 3 percent. 
But this is still 20 percent less 
than the 1946-55 average. Move- 
ment of this crop on Nov. 15 
was the slowest on record. Prices 
were still the lowest in 4 years. 

SWEET CLOVER: The sweet 
clover seed crop was moving 
rapidly on Nov. 15 with an esti- 
mated 73 percent sold by grow- 
ers. Crop this year was the sec- 
ond smallest since 1948. But 
prices paid to growers were still 
down somewhat 


WHITE CLOVER: Seed pro- 
duction in 1957 is up 19 percent 
over that of last year. 

LESPEDEZA: The 1957 crop 
is an estimated 3 percent larger 
than that of 1956. Movement of 
the seed from farms is the slow- 
est in 4 years. Prices paid to 
growers were lower 

TIMOTHY: Large crop this 
year is expected to top the 1956 
total by 29 percent. Prices paid 
to growers were about one-half 
the 1956 prices. 

SUDANGRASS: Largest crop 
on record was estimated for 
1957. Prices paid to growers 


were about one-half the late 1956 
level. 

SMOOTH BROMEGRASS: 
Seed production in 1957 is ex- 
pected to be the largest on rec- 
ord. Iowa was the third largest 
producer. Prices paid to growers 
averaged about 30 percent be- 
low last year 

ORCHARDGRASS: This crop 
is forecast to be the largest in 
history. Prices paid to growers 
were lower than a year ago. 

TALL FESCUE: Prices of this 
seed are down some from last 
year. Production dropped about 
6 percent

State sales tax on farm ma- 
chinery and 
provement can be handled one 
of two ways on your state and 
federal income tax returns.

Good morning meal can mean 
healthy and happy children 


T THOUGHT OUR CHILDREN ate good 
breakfasts,” said Mrs. Howard Lan- 
ders, Marshall county, Iowa. “But after 
taking extension lessons on better break- 
fasts, I decided we weren't doing so well.” 

Mrs. Landers, like many other farm 
mothers, knows that breakfasts are iIm- 
portant, not only for children but for 
adults as well 

She generally served cereal, either hot 
or cold, eggs and toast. Most of the time 
they had fruit or fruit juice. But the chil- 
dren didn’t always drink their milk 

The extension lessons provided an easy 
scale to follow and soon the Landers chil- 
dren were adding up their own scores for 
a 7 or 8 point breakfast. Here is the scale 
they follow 


Food Points 
Citrus fruit or fruit juice 2 
Any other fruit 
Milk, 1 glass 
Cecoa, 1 glass 
Eggs or other protein foods 
Cereal with milk and sugar 
Bread, rolls, or toast 


A good breakfast scores 7 points and 
supplies at least a fourth of the recom- 
ended daily amount of nutrients 
to want

But how do you get children 
to eat good breakfast? Mrs 
solution is to get up early enough so the 
children have time to eat before the 
school bus arrives 

“Chores before breakfast help to work 
up a good appetite,” she says 

The Landers family gets up at 6 a.m 
[he boys, Philip (11) and Joe (8), help 
their father with the chores. Mrs. Lan- 
ders starts breakfast cooking before she 
goes out to feed the chickens. Everybody 
is in and ready for breakfast by 7:15 

A half hour for breakfast and 5 minutes 
to collect wraps and books before the

school bus arrives and the children are 
off. 

A good sample of the Landers’ break- 
fast goes like this: 


Orange or 42 grapefruit 
24 to 1 cup cereal 

Eggs 

Toast and butter 

Milk for children 
Coffee for adults 


Mrs. Landers varies the breakfast fre- 
quently. Sometimes she has pancakes in- 
stead of cereal. When she serves cold 
cereal she often serves bacon with the 
eggs. Hot cereal is cooked in a double 
boiler while she is out doing her chores 
Now there is always fruit or fruit juice 
and milk for the children 

One surprise that Mr. and Mrs. Landers 
hadn’t expected was that they actually 
lost a few pounds when they started step- 
ping up their breakfasts. These were the 
pounds that they always intended to lose 
by dieting but never quite got around to 
it. 

Reason was that both parents were less 
hungry and consumed fewer calories at 
the other two meals of the day.

Only one out of 
every five made up what they missed for 
breakfast in the other meals of the day

COLD STORAGE HOLDINGS of pork continue to lag well 
behind last year. Most important is the failure of the industry 
to accumulate bellies. Beef, chicken, or turkey can be sub- 
stituted for hams, loins, or other pork cuts. But there is no 
good substitute for bacon. If the packing industry fails to 
get more bellies into storage the next 60 days, we can look 
for strong belly prices next summer. And a corresponding 
healthy prop under hog prices then 


JUNE AND JULY FARROWINGS were larger than a year 
earlier. But the rest of the 1957 fall pig crop showed no in- 
crease. This means that the effects of the 2 percent larger 
1957 fall pig crop will be felt mainly during the first two 
months of 1958. There should be no more hogs on the market 
during the late winter and spring than a year ago. Looks like 
a good spring hog market coming up. 

COST OF HIRED FARM LABOR went up last year. 
The rise was greater than the hike in cost of farm ma- 
chinery. This is why farmers have continued to sub- 
stitute machinery for labor for more and more jobs. 


LATE WINTER and early spring is the danger spot in the 
1958 cattle price picture. That’s when natives getting some 
corn, but not on full feed, will be sold. So will wheat pasture 
cattle And short-feds from the west now getting grain sor- 
ghum. Mid-March to mid-May looks like a good time to avoid 
sale of these “in-between” kinds of cattle 


THE AVERAGE AMERICAN consumer will have about a 


pound less meat available to eat in 1958 than in the year just 
end There'll be around 3 pounds less beef, but about 2 
pounds more pork.

rHE RECENT BUSINESS SLOWDOWN has resulted 
in some price cutting to move inventories.

rHE LARGE SUPPLY of high moisture corn is influencing 
the weight of livestock marketed this winter. Hog weights 
have been averaging 2 to 3 pounds above last year during the 
last 2 months. Cattle weights have been averaging nearly 20

WHAT TO DO with this high moisture corn? If you have 
sealable corn, you can help yourself—and your neighbors— 
by sealing your ow! rn and buying corn to feed at current 
discounts. If you are not able to feed all the wet corn you 
have, safest thing is to dry it. C@€C will make loans on dried 
corn, even tho some of the kernels are damaged in the drying 
process. But don't get it too hot. 


CONSUMERS spent the same share of their income 
for food last year as they did in 1950. However, a much 
higher share of this spending went to pay marketing and 
service costs than in 1930. 


FARMING has become “big business” these days. Invest-
